Addresses Citizens 


At Annual Meeting 


Stresses Splendid Condition Town Is In 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This ig the seventh consecutive 


year that I. have had the honor as 
your Mayor in welcoming you to our 


‘annual meeting to hear our financial 


statement and to receive the reports 
of the chairman of the various com- 
mittees of Council. On this occasion 
I welcome you with a great arhount 
of pride because I feel that the 
statement of our finances for the 
year 1933, which you have in ,your 
hands, is one of the best ever pre- 
sented by the Town of Wainwright 
since its incorporation. I am_ sure 
that you will acknowledge that we 
have come through an_ exceptional 
period of stress and depression and 
to be able at this time to present this 
statement of our financial position 
reflects a great deal of ¢redit on the 
members of Council and the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. I. am aware. that 
during the past three years we have 


~ retrenched to a degree which many 


of our residents think otherwise but 
in times like the present when 
many of our ratepayers find it difli- 
cult, and in many case impossible, 
to meet the demands for taxes I feel 
that it is incumbent upon us to re- 
trench. Otherwise but two courses 
aré open to Council—to unable us to 
spend more money we must either 
enforce ‘payment of taxes on those 
tihable to pay or we must come to 
you at the end of the year with notes 


outstinding forthe payment . or 
which. some 


other power must be in- 
voked under which taxes must be 
increased” and collections enforced. 

For. your information I would like 
at this point to make a few compari- 
songs to establish that the Town of 
Wainwright has never at any time 
since its incorporation been in better 
financial position than that the 
end of the year 1933. 

At the end of the year 1913 the 
debentures of the Town of Wain- 
wright amounted to $66,970.00, just 
$29,375.69 greater than our deben- 
tures indebtedness at the end of 
1933.

When you compare these figures 
with our financial position at the end 
of 1933, when our total indebtedness 
ig represented by our debenture debt 
of $37,594.00, 1 believe you will 
agree that the Town of Wainwright 
has never been in_ better financial 
condition since its incorporation. 

I desire next to touch upon the 
subject of assessments. As you will 
know, the matter of assessment is 
and has ever been a matter of great 
contention. One has only to read the 
Edmonton papers to learn that the 
Town of Wainwright is not the only 
place where dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed in connection with the sys- 
tem of assessment. It is a subject 
which has always given rise to dis- 
satisfaction as long as_ selfishness 
exists in man. ‘Those of you who 
have. children in the home know how 
early in life this attitude arises, One 
child maintains that the other has 
received a larger share of candy or 
the other sweetmeats : and as these 
children grow older the more this at- 


titude develops and as we are but 
children grown up, we are merely giv 
ing vent to this childish evidence of 
our selfish disposition. 

Annually we appoint our Secretary 
Treasurer to make an assessment 
but in making the appointment we 
do not give him a free hand. I am 
aware that our present Serretary- 
Treasurer is not at all satisfied with 
the system under which he is com- 
pelled to opérate, in fact he has for 
some time desired and endeavored to 
have the system renovated and this 
year he desired that Council appoin! 
an independent assessor. Council 
however were convinced that he 
could make a better job of assessini: 
than an independent man and he was 
again appointed. We give him the 
appointment with certain strings to 
it and then make him responsible for 
the assessment strings and all. He 
considers the land is asgessed entire- 
ly too high but as Council will allow 
him only to assess 60% of improve- 
ments he finds it impossible to reduce 
the land and raise the required reven- 
ue without increasing the rate of 
taxation. ;

Annual Report 


Work Of Staff And Board Well Done 


Mr. Mayor, 
and Gentlemen: 


Councillors, Ladies 


As your representative on the 


Wainwright Municipal Hospital 
Board. It gives me great p'easure to 
have this opportunity of giving you 
a brief outline of the work accom- 
plished ty the Board anq the ser- 
vices rendered by the Hospital to the 
people within this Hospital District. 

As you know the primary duty of 
a Hospital is to render to all who re- 
quire medical attention, the ~best of 
And the success 
measured 
by how well ‘hese services are per- 
formed, 


That the Wainwright Municipal 
Hospital is a success in the service 
indicated is proved by the increasing 
number of people who are availing 
themselves of this service. 

And I know that you will als) be 
pleased to learn that it is also suc- 
cesvful from the financial side. 

May I also add here, that for the 
first time since the Hospital opened 
its doors to the public, we are able 
to sow a nice balance to our credit 
with the Bank. 

Our . Financial Statement for the 
year has not yet been received from 
the auditors but the following figures 
taken ‘from the Books will be of in- 
terest to all supporters of the hespi-

During the year 1933 it has not 
been necessary to borrow any money 
from the Bank and on December 31st 
1938, after all accounts were paid, 
we had to the credit of the Hospital 
District the sum of $3,085.34 in the 
Bank and a balance due on Govern- 
ment Grant of $1,484.50 which when 
paid would bring our balance to $4,- 
519.84. 

We have met the demandg of the 
Medical Staff for improvements, in 
addition to fixing the cellar, which 
cost about $200.00.

Owing to the depression, the ac- 
counts owing to the Hospital for 
Hospitalization, for the year 1933 


amount to $3,111.55 which added to 
the previous outstanding accounts, 
brings the total outstanding accounts 
to the gum of $12,753.56. 

You can therefore understand that 
it is every year, becoming more diffi- 
cult to collect the outstanding ac- 
counts, and therefore financing  re- 
quires more careful supervision. 
DEBENTURES 

At the organization of the Hospital 
the sum of $35,000.00 was borrowed, 
on debentures. These debentures 
were taken out with the Great-West 
Life and the Waterloo Invesmtent Co. 
The payments come due in July, the 
annual debenture payment being $3,- 
193.00. The Great-West Life receiv- 
ing $1,825.00 and the Waterloo In- 
vestment Company $1 368.00. These 
debentures were for twenty years. 
$1,750.00 being the annual amgunt of 
Principal. 

INSURANCE 

The building is insured for $25,- 
000.00. and the contents for $7,000.- 
00. The insurance being placed 
equally with the different agencies in 
the town of Wainwright. 
SALARIES, 

In March 1933 the new Board at 
their first meeting, made a reduction 
of 15% in the salaries of the Staff. 
This reduction should have been 
made in 1930 to keep in line with 
other Hospitals. . Remuneration of 
the trustees was reduced by 25% at 


the same time. These reductions in 
salaries are more than offset by the 
reductions in hospital fees and as- 
sessment of farms . The Non-rate- 
payer fees being reduced from 
$3.50 per day to $2.75 per day and 
the Hospital assessment being reduc- 
ed one quarter of one cent per acre 
over the whole Hospital district. 

May I say in conclusion that: these 
results were only achieved by the 
whole hearted co-operation of the 
nursing staff, Doctors and members 
of the Board.

“Fresh from the Gardens” 
Look For A Silver Lining 


s 


During periods of difficulty and discouragement it is, natural that the 
minds of people turn to and dwell upon those conditions which are the 
source of their difficulties ani the cause of their discouragement. In fact, 
the tendency is for people to dwell upon these things to the almost qom- 
plete exclusior of subjects which provjde reason for confidence and en- 
couragement. 

This, it may be repeated, is quite natural; just as natural, in fact, as 
it is during periods of rapid development and generalprosperity to cicse 
one’s eyes to all warning signs along the road. In other words, the vast 
majority of pe ple are enthusiastic optimists, and quite impatient of words 
of warning and caution from more thoughtful observers, when things are 
‘going well, bul are just as confirmed pessimists, and impatient with those 


who point to favorable signs, when the existing state of things is bad. Very | 


‘few of us take note of the cloud sreall as a man’s hand coming up on the 

horizon when the nounday sun is shining, and the number is equally small 
who can see the silver lining to the clouds when the skies are complet:ly 
overcast. ; 

As @ result ct this tendency, niankind plunges thoughtlessly ahead, the 
great majority sweeping all others long for good or ill. During boom 
periods, when the cry is full steam ahead, and when this, that, or the, 
otber great project involving the expenditure of millions of borrowed money 
is being advocated, persons who tender the advice that we should give more 
serious consideration to the project, count the cost, and give a thought to 
the ultimate and inevitable future payment, are termed back-numbers, 
tightwads, non-progressive. Governments which at such times tell the peo- 
ple that there is a limit to this discounting of the future, that a pay-as- 
you-go policy is much wiser, are swept away. The spenders take control. 

But when the bubble bursts; when prosperity yanishes and depression 
taxes its place, when the free spending comes to an end, and the bills are 
presented for payment, and taxation to meet those bills is imposed in 
heavier ‘and heavier doses, then those who were most outspoken in favor 
of incurring the bills and most contemptuous of those who urged caut‘on, 
are the first to complain of the shortsightedness of politicians and Govern- 
ments upon whom they proceed to lay responsibility for all their troub:es. 
On the other hand, during the prosperous periods most people take full 
eredit to themselves for their own advancement, their increased prosper-ty, 
and the general improvément of their business and their community, and 
are inclined to give little or no credit to anybody else. 

After all, these are common traits in our human make-up. It is well, 
however, to occasionally take a good, square look at ourselves, to weigh 
curselves in the scales, to be absolutely honest in an impartial s‘zing-up 
of ourselves, to consider our own past views and actions and their effect 
upon present day conditions. Furthermore, in this present period of dis- 
couragement, it is well to overcome our natural tendency to see everything 
through blue spectacles, and to take a look at the silver lining to the clouds. 

Notwithstanding ali our economic problems, Canada is free from some 
of the worse Of those which afflict the people Of other nations. For exampte, 
what community in the whole length 4 breadth of Canada hag been 
shocked and outraged by a lynching . its midst, such as is more or less 
@ commonplace occurrence in the United States? How many kidnappings 
have occurred in Canada even during these times which unquestionably are 
an incentive to law-breaking and violence, although kidnappings are daily 
happenings across the line? And why is it such a-marked difference for 
the better prevails on this side of an imaginary line? 

The answer is to be found in Canada’s far superior judicial system. 
resulting as it has in absolute confidence that even-handed justice w'll be 
administered, thus rendering the invoking of lynch-law unnecessary on the 
one hand, and proving a deterrent to kidnappers, murderers, and gangster 
activities. The tradition of respect for law and order in Canada is a great 
‘national asset, bringing comfort and security to all our people, and provid- 
ing a sure guarantee against mob law and gangster rule in this Dominion. 
It is a strong foundation upon which Canada rests and will build through- 
out the future. 

More of the silver lining is seen in the absence of strikes and riots and 
picketings in this Dominion as°compared with many other lands. There has 
been an occasional small strike in Canada, one or two small clashes w:th 
the officers of the law, an isolated case or two of picketings, but there have 
been no killings, and, generally speaking, peace and order have prevailed 
throughout the period of the depression. Canada’s legislation dealing with 
industrial disputes has been effective even under the strain and stress of 
the present economic upheaval because that legislation is fair to all, humane 
in its principles and effective in its operation and administration in provid- 
ing justice for all, In this respect, Canada presents a picture that is most 
gratifying when placed in contrast to most countries. 

In Canada, too, our political system and institutions have stood the test. 
Revolutions have taken place in other lands, in which lives have been lost; 
property destroyed, liberties taken away, dictatorships established. In Can- 
ada, our people have been moving forward through the orderly processes 
of democratic; representative government. There has been no revolution, nor 
will there be. Confidence has been maintained in our existing form of gov- 
ernment, and it is proving flexible enough to the people’s will to enable 
them to achieve such reforms as they desire. 

Many other examples might be cited, and’will occur to readers of this 
article, but those mentioned are given as an incentive to people to try and 
overcome their natural tendency to look constantly on the dark side of 
things in these days, and, for a change, contemplate and study those that are 
not only brighter but contain promise of still brighter, better things ahead.

The world wheat agreement, de- 
signed to remove abnormal supplies 
from the market and regulate acre- 
age, will be tabled in the house, tlie 
speech indicated. There was no 
mention of the St. Lawrence water- 
ways treaty, now before the United 
States senate for ratification. 

The entire Excise act will be re- 
vised and re-written; department of 
national revenue officials have been 
working on this statute for months 


and it will be brought up to date. | 


Much of this legislation has becom 
almost archaic in its terms. 

It will. be revised in keeping with 
modern trends of business and term!- 
nology although no great changes 
are anticipated in its application.

WHEAT QUOTA 
PLAN. APPROVED 
BY FARMERS 


Winnipeg. — Reduction of wheat. 
acreage, but actual enforcement of 
Canada’s wheat quota of 3200,000,0c0 
-| bushels through the medium of a 
selling qtiota for individual farmers, 
Was anticipated by many of weste:n 
Canada’s 300,000 farmers. 

At meetings of farmers’ locals in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta the wheat agreement s'gned 
at London, Eng., limiting exports cf 
grain by major producing countr.e3 
has been the chief topic of discus- 
a Although the federal govern- 


ment has yet to announce how the 
| quota is to be made effective, the 
| cailieg limit based on a five-year 
everage is anticipated. 

In brief, the expectation in num- 
erous sources is that the govern- 
ment will take the average pro- 
duction of the past five years on in- 
dividual farms on a quarter-secticn 
basis. Through this medium the ex- 
port of wheat would be kept with.n 
the 200,000,000. bushel limit, worid 
markets would be under virtual con- 
trol, and a higher and more stabiliz- 
ed price would be achieved. 

A selling certificate citing the tctal 
which the individual farmer might 
sell is anticipated, w:th each delivery 
of wheat by the farmer to the cle- 
vator being marked off by the grain 
company agent when the delivery is 
made. 

As a means of permitting’ a 
drouth-stricken or hail-ridden farmer 
to take part in the selling of wheat, 
the farm locals anticipate permis- 
sion of the government to the in- 
dividual farmer to deal who may 
have produced more wheat than he 
would be permitted to sell under his 
selling certificate. 

Thus, the farmer who lost his crop 
through one means or another might 
be permitted to gell his selling certifi- 
cate to the farmer who had mote 
wheat than he could sell on his 
own certificate, or else he might buy 
wheat from the excess product‘on of 
his ne‘ghbor and sell it under his 
fown selling certificate. 

Any production of wheat in excess 
of the individual farmer's right un- 
der hig selling certificate would either 
have to be destroyed or disposed cf 
in some manner not affect:ng world 
wheat figures. Feeding to poultry or 
livestock is anticipated as the most 
likely means of disposing of the ex- 
cess.

In submitting my report of the 
Wainwright Municipal Hospital Dis- 
trict No, 17, I am pleased to be able 
to say that the Hospital is in the 
best financial condition since the or- 
ganization of the Hospital District. 

During: the year 1933 it has not 
been necessary to borrow any money 
from the Bank and on December 31st 
1933, after all accounts were paid, we 
had to the credit of the Hospital Dis- 
trict the sum of $3,035.84 in the 
Bank and a balance due on Govern- 
ment Grant of $1,484.50 which when 
paid would bring our -balance to $4,- 
a. 519.84. 

We are pleased to report that we 

have met the demands of Medical 
Staff for iprovements, in addition to 
fixing the cellar, which cost about 
$200.00. 

Owing to the depression, the ac- 
counts owing for Hospitalization, 
for the year 1983 amount to $3,111. 
55 which added to the previous out- 
standing accounts brings the total 
outstanding accounts to the sum of 
$12,753.55. 


You can therefore understand that 
it is every year, becoming more dif- 
ficult to collect the outstanding ac- 
counts, and therefore financing  re- 
quires more careful supervision. 


DEBENTURES. 


At The organization of the Hospi- 
c4l the sum of $35,000.00 wag borr. w 
ed on debentures. Those’ debentures 
were taken out with the GREAT 
WEST LIFE and.the WATERLOO 
INVESTMENT CO. The payments 
came due in July, the annual deben- 
ture payment being $3,198.00, The 
Great-Weset Life receiving $1,825.00 
and the Waterloo Investment Co. 
$1 368.00. These debentures were for 
twenty years. $1750.00 being the 
annual amount of Principal. 
INSURANCE, 

The building is insured for §$25,- 
000.00. and the contents for $7,00.00 
The insurance being with the differ- 
ent agencies in the Town of Wain- 
wright, 

SALARIES 


In March 1938 the new Board at 
their first meeting, made a reduction 
of 15% in the salaries of the Staff. 
This reduction should have been 
made in 1930 to keep in line with 
other Hospitals. Remuneration of 
the trustees was reduced by 25% at 
the same time. These reductions in 
Salaries are more than offset by the 
reductions in Hospital fees and asses 
ment of farms. The Non-Ratepayers 
fees being reduced from $3.50 per 
day to $2.75 per day and the Hospital 
assessment tax being reduced one 
quarter of a cent per acre over the 
whole Hospital District. The  re- 
ductions in salaries then would not 
make any appreciable difference to 
the financial standing of ‘the Hospi- 


tal, when the assessment tax and 
fees are taken into account. 
All of which is respectfully sub- 


mitted.

After all is said and done, I do not 
know ‘that a change by reducing the 
assessment on the land would make 
very great difference. If the land 
assessment ‘were reduced, we must in 
crease the percentage of the im- 
provements which would be taxable. 
I imagine it, would be. necessary to 
increase from 60% to 75% of the 
improvements. Let us glance at 
what this would mean. We will take 
first the lots on Main Street between 
These 
25 foot lots, outside the corners, are 
assessed: for $1800.00 while their 
true value is.perhapg $900.00. But 
suppose we reduce the assessment on 
the lot and assess the improvements 
for 75% of their value instead of 
60% as at present then the man with 
a $6000.00 building on the lot would 
break about even while the man with 


a building of greater value than | 


$6000.00 would pay the piper while 
the man with a building of less 


value than $6000.00 would get a= 


small advantage. Again, the man 
who has a dwelling valued at $2400.- 
00 and owns two lots would break 
about even while the man with one 
lot on which his dwelling stands 
would have to pay more taxes. 
Council ig therefore of opinion that 
the results do not justify the change. 

Let us look for a moment at the 
taxes you are annually required to 
pay. I suppose that the average pay- 
ment of taxes on a dwelling in the 
Town of Wainwright will not 
amount to more than $50.00. Some 
are more but many are less. Now 
let us look at just what a man_re- 
ceives for this $50.00. In thé first 
place, he has his children educated. 
He also receives the service of the 
scayenger free, police protection, 
street lighting at night, hospital aa- 
vantages, fire protection, sidewalks 
in parts of the town and all the 
other advantages of community life. 
Just what does this mean for a 
man whose assessment amounts to 
$1200.00? 

Education of 1 child costing the 
Wainwright schools $35.00 

Seavenging which would otherwis2 
cost him $7.50 
Hospital service to the extent of 2.40 
Street lighting costing us $1620 an- 
$5.00 
TORO soe cies oicigs ois 502 $49.90 

So for 10 cents he has the ad- 
vantage of the use of the sidewalks, 
fire and police protection and all the 
other advantages of the community. 
A ratepayer with two children gets 
almost double what he pays for and 
I hate to think of the loss a_ rate- 
payer with more children than two. 

Is it not strange how little we ap- 
preciate things and conditions to 
which we have become accustomed ? 
When work was plentiful and jobs 
were easily obtained t,he average 
man was prepared to quit his job on 
the slightest provocation. There was 
no appreciation of the job no matter 
how considerate the employer or how 
the work might continue were he pre- 
pared to do his duty by his employ- 
er. How vastly different the position 
is today when so many would give 
anything to have back the job they 
so carelessly adandoned in the past. 

The same conditions exists with 
reference to some of the services [| 
have mentioned which you are receive 
ing from the town on which I placed 
no monetary value. Let me_ briefly 
refer to two of these: Fire protection 
and Police protection. 

In most towns, residents can obtain 
insurance on but two-thirds 
most three-quarters of their insur- 
able belongings. This position 
existed in Wainwright a few years 
ago, whereas today you are permit- 
ted to insure for 100% of your 
homes and other belongings and re- 
ceive their full value if destroyed by 
fire. I would also draw your at- 
tention to the rates now payable for 
fire insurance compared with the 
rates charged in the past. The 
merchant who carries today the same 
aount of insurance as he was accus- 
tomed to carry before the confiagra- 
tion of 1929 saves a considerable 
part of his taxes in the premium 
payable now over the premium

This 
is not all due to our fire protection 
but at least part of this reduction is 
due to our system of fire protection. 

As to police protection, I will 
mention but one concrete example. 
Let me recall to your attention tne 
assault committed on Mr. William 
Tansley last Fall. Most of you in 
your own minds were satisfied that 
this assault had been committea 
by some of the lavger boys of town 
and were impatient at the delay in 
bringing the culprit forward for 
punishment. The Dominion Police 
worked diligently on this case but 
were unable to make any , headway, 
while our local police Constable fins 
ally solved the mystery and brought 
the culprit to justice. In this he was 
commended by Corporal Collett who 
claimed no share in the golution. 

Up to this time, I have been deal- 
ing with the past and present but 
what of the future? Let me serious- 
ly direct your attention to your duty 
as ratepayers to yourselves and to 
your town.

Here we have ‘a story in terms of 
spiritual significance for all time. 
My purpose is to show you _ that 
principle and how it apples to your 
life and mine.

I wish we would all approach the 
Bible open minded and thoughtfully 
and reverently seek the truth. 
know some people find fault and ‘ay 
that the Bible is not scientifically 
sound and that its historical data is 
unreliable. My friend, you would 
not read Tennyson for science or 
Euclid for history. The Bible was 
not written for szience or historv, 


‘but to declare great spiritual truths. 


To record spiritual experiences. 
Truths and experiences as real as in 
any other aspect of life. 

It attempts to account for man’s 
moral development. It begins with 
God breathing into man the breath 
of life. Man becomes a moral being. 
Conscience has dawned. The deeas 
done are inspired by the recognition 


of God. In the book we have a pro- 
gressive revelation of God and 
morals. 


Man did not record the experiences 
as theyoccurred. The experience is 
independent of the record, which was 
written after, as men reflected upon 
these experiences and perceived their 
spiritual significance in the light of 
time. Bibical writers give an _ ac- 
count of God-inspired experiences 
and deeds. Memory played a_ part. 
In the chapters from which our texis 
are taken we have an account, in the 
imagery of a garden, of the first 
great experience of choice with which 
man was confronted. To be moral, 
man must be free willed. - Morality 
prevapposes choice. Man had’ been 
given the task of keeping the garden. 
He was privileged to feast upon its 


fruits, within certain limitations. 
The limitation is symbolized by a 
tree. in the midst of the garden, 


which is inkeeping with the whole 
figure or parable. The penalty of 
overstepping that limitation was 
death. a 

So. much for this story. It con- 


tains in embryo a great and eternal 
truth about life which applies to us 
as it did to Adam. God does not 
harg us for Adam’s sin. He dees not 
need to do such a thing. The diffi- 
culty has been that we have never 
seen the moral beauty and signifi- 
cance of these biblical stories. 

Raphael ‘“‘We gaze upon the paint- 
ed ca nvas until its beauty has enter- 
ed our soul.” We have not gazed as 
we ought and penetrated beneath the 
surface to the hidden beauty. 

The story illustrates two funda- 
mental facts about life and its devel- 
opment. They are true in relation 
to physical life and equally true in 
relation to man’s spiritual life. 
Drummond drew our attention to a 
natural law in the spiritual world. 
The laws involved in our story are 
applicable in both spheres. The first 
law is expression and the second is 
repression. (I use the word repres- 
sion with the idea of holding back, 
restrain, rather than putting down 
which ig the psychological content.)

Trains Are Not Put Into 

Regular Service 

A train which travels so quickly 
that its high speed is still in ad- 
vance of practical use is an anomaly, 
but Germany possesses it today in 
the electrical ‘Flying Hamburger,” 
and it is of interest to note that 
thirty years ago speeds unequalled 
in the world were achieved by elec- 
trical trains built by English elec- 
tric companies. On September 15, 
1903, a speed of 124.88 miles an hour | 
was reached, and this was increased | 
on October 27 to 130.66 miles. Tech- 
nical difficulties, especially connected 
with the roadbed, were responsible 
for the fact that these trains were 
not put into regular service. There 
was also no popular demand at that 
time for such rapid travel. The 
record of 142.9 miles made by the 
“Zeppelin on rails” two years ago, | 
still stands urichallenged as_ the! 
world’s record for travel on rails, but 
the speed is too high for practical 
use.

(2) would retain the moibture and 

' prevent the drying out of the 
land by hot winds; 

(3) would help to keep the roads 
open in winter; 

(4) would furnish a wood supply 
for every farm; 

(5) would provide a shelter for 
birds which would assist in 
keeping down thei nsect pests; 

(6) would add to the beauty and 
attractiveness of the land- 
scape; 

(7) would help very materially to 
bring back normal rainfall to 
the drougth stricken areas of 
the province. 

This could be accomplished by the 
planting of trees in strips ten rods 
wide running East and West, and 
North and South, through every 
farm section of land in the prairie 
districts of Saskatchewan. 

If all the trees now growing on the 
Forestry Farms at Indian Head and 
Sutherland, and on the Provincial In- 
stitutional Farms at _ Battleford, 
Prince Albert, Regina, Moosomin and 
Weyburn, were made Available for 
this purpose and an additional very 
large acreage put in next spring for 
this drive, through the co-operation 
of the Federal and Provincial Gov- 
ernments, a very large start could 
be made in the proposal during the 
first season. 

The prospects are that there will 
be plenty of moisture in the next 
few years so that the trees woutt 
get @ good start and grow rapidly, 
and it is éssential that the lessuns of

New York’s Latest Idea 


City To Have Reproduction Of Solar 
System In Miniature 


The New York Evening Post says: 
“Heaven has been a long time com- 
ing to New York. In fact, it isn't 
here yet. 

But it’s scheduled for the spring 
of next year. 

It’s an “artificial heaven”’—a re- 
production of the solar system in 
miniature. And it’s to be placed in 
the planetarium building to be con- 
structed by the Museum of Natural 
History on the LEighty-first street 
side of its grounds on Central Park 
West. 

Crowning the two-story structure 
will be a dome having a diameter of 
seventy-five feet. At the base of the 
‘dome the horizon will represent the 
| skyline of New York in silhouette. 

Before the eyes of the onlookers 
will be unfolded the mighty pageant 
of the skies. 

“The inverted bowl,” in the worJs 
|of Dr. George H. Sherwood, direc-

Weighing A Ship 


Gross Register And Displacement 
Have To Be Figured 


The tonnage of a vessel is of two 
kinds. First there is the gross reg- 
iter. This means the cubic capacity 
of the ship’s hull added to that of 
all erections on deck, but excluding 
space occupied by machinery. This 
is calculated in units in 100 cubic 
feet—the Board of Trade ton. 

Secondly there is displacement, 
which gives the vessel's actual 
we:ght. The part of the ship under 
water ig measured and the‘ weight 
of water that would occupy its place 
is calculated.

Scotland Yard had only one un- 
solved murder during 1933, a year 
which in all probability will be re- 
corded as the most memorable in 
the history of the Metropolitan police 
force. 

Although the policies of Lord Tren- 
chard, commissioner of police, have 


| been violently assailed and ridiculed 


in the press and by car‘caturists, pro- 


| gress had been made with his unique 


schemes of reorganization. 

The year saw the beginning of 
what will prove to be a complete re- 
organization of the waole Scotland 
Yard administration. 

But what has been of more inter- 
national importance is its initiation 
of plans for closer co-operation be- 
tween the detective forces of the 
Yard and its continental neighbors. 

For the first time in history Scot- 
land Yard officers flew to Amster- 
dam to meet and co-operate with 
officers from Belgium, France and 
Germany, and in so doing brought to 
justice a clever gang of international 
thieves. 

Apart from actual crime the great- 
est interest was in the alteratiorts 
that took place within the force it- 
self. Lord Trenchard continued the 
work begun by Lord Byng of “clean- 
ing” the force, and during the year 
many officers, some of high rank, 
were dismissed from the force.
